S OCIAL CREDIT leader Robert Thompaoo flatter* 
and deludes hlnnett if he believes that he is being 
widely sought by many Canadians to lead the nation 
out of what he refers to aa the “political vacuum 
be hog created by the old Conservative and Libera! 
parties. “ 

In the first place it would be logical to assume 
that to qualify as a lender of anything one must sure¬ 
ly ppastes the ability to lend. And, sadly, Mr. Thomp¬ 
son has more than amply proved that his talents In 
this direction are somewhst lacking, to say the least. 

Under his leadership the national Social Credit 
Party, despite the fact that it had presented to it the 
greatest opportunity any minor party ever had to 
make Itself a positive political force in the country, 
degenerated from an organised group with vague po¬ 
litical principles to a confused private debating so¬ 
ciety with even vaguer principles, to eventually two 
parties each with their separate representatives in the 
House following their own programs under their own 
leaden (sic). 

All of which not only left Mr. Thompson with 
conAderable egg on his face but made the Social Credit 
movement a nation-wide laughing stock. 

In the second place It has yet to be conclusively 
d e m on s trated that either of the old line parties is so 
completely bereft of leadership and principles that 
they cannot be depended upon to meet the challenges 
ahead. 

Though neither the Liberal nor the Conservative 
parties have particularly distinguished themselves in 
the past two years and as a result have disappointed 
their millions of supporters all over Canada, there is 
nothing wrong with ’hem that can’t be repaired by 
■ little sincere soul-searching and a determined return 
to the basic Ideals upon which they once so proudly 
■food. 

Certainly, though the leadership and the organ¬ 
isation of both parties leave much to be desired at 
this time, things in either camp are not so serious 
that the country should think it necessary to turn 
lb Mr. Thompson for guidance. 

If this were so, Canada would Indeed be in ex¬ 
tremis.

S HE FAILED once to win a seat in Parliament but 
if there Is a better known national figure than 
Mlsi Charlotte Whlttnn It would be hard to find.

Motorcycle Safety 

' | HJL RECENT spurt of popularity of motorcycles 
A ‘ is accentuating the need for same changes in leg¬ 
islation in regard to their operation. The availability 
of lightweight low-cost machines has been a major 
factor In doubling the number on the roads of British 
Columbia in the last year, and the trend may be ex¬ 
pected to continue. 

One proposal put forward by safety authorities 
Is that the wearing of crash helmets by motorcycle 
riders be made mandatory by law. This is because 
of the far greater Incidence of injuries in motorcycle 
accidents than In car mishaps, and the fact that 
helmets have been demonstrated to give riders a much 
better chance of surviving a spill or collision without 
serious harm. As with seat belts, here of course 
is a question of how far government should go in 
ordering seif-protection, the lack of hard hats being 
no menace to anyone but the individuals involved. 

But there can scarcely be any doubt about the 
desirability of testing and licensing all motorcyclists 
as such. As matters stand, a holder of a car driving 
licence may legally operate a two-wheeled motor 
vehicle though he has never demonstrated his com¬ 
petence to do so; i nd eed though he has never been 
on one before. Drivers in this category presumably 
known the road laws, but they do not necessarily 
know how to run a motorcycle property and safely; 
cars and motorcycles an* quite different machines. 

Although it has nothing directly to do with 
safety, there is one other boon the suffering public 
might hope for from the government in connection 
with motorcycles, too. It Is that the deafening racket 
produced by some of them—whether through the driv¬ 
ers' contrivance or built-in muffling deficiency—be 
silenced. 

Motorcyclists are not the only offenders In this 
respect But as their numbers continue to grow, It 
becomes the more needful that the taw dictate a stand¬ 
ard of muffler effectiveness that must be met and 
maintained.

Various other flags of diverse 
combinations among the dUaent- 
ing colonies were flown before 
the official adoption of "Old 
Glory as a definitive Ameri¬ 
can emblem, on June 14. 1777, 
viz: 13 rad and white stripes and 
13 atari. The stripe* have re¬ 
mained the same but the atari 
now number 50, one for each 
state.

A similar de¬ 
velopment took place in Den 
Bien Phu. when the French and 
the Americans were stymied by - 
Londons lack of willpower. 
Western successes were only ob¬

U.S.A., made up its mind to go 
at it alaoe, as was the case in 
Quemoy and Cuba. 

These facts lead to the con¬ 
clusion that classical military 
alliances are useful only In non¬ 
nuclear areas, tike South Ameri¬ 
ca. Africa and possibly certain 
parts of Asia today. Where 
atomic threat ia evident, as for 
instance Europe, th* present 
NATO formula has become obso¬ 
lete. The [npulsr slogan of foe 
nuclear shield ia no longer • 
reality since nobody has th* 
right to ask the Americans to 
face total destruction la order 
to save what Is for then a 
marginal Interest. The plan of a 
multilateral nuclear force dne* 
r. A change these facte In the 
least. Even th* layman knows 
that Its military value Is highly 
questionable, since a committee 
will deliberate but not fire. 


This criticism of the Western 
grand alliance, to which we owe 
much In the i«sl. does not mean 
that the liquidation of NATO ia 
desirable; quite to the contrary. 
Those who demand foe re-nego¬ 
tiation at the treaty are tons* 
who honestly strive for the sur¬ 
vival at the Atlantic Community. 
This will only be the case if 
we have the courage to recog¬ 
nize that the hour of military 
coalition has passed to make 
place for political alliance*. 

The approach cf crucial east- 
west negotlaticm, whoa* stake 
will be more Important than 
that of most historic battles, 
demands the eiiabfiabment of a 
Free World political director¬ 
ate securing unity of action, a* 
a preliminary condition for suo 
cess in the tough bargaining 
ahead.

Haig-Brown is critical of fisheries regulations which are 
“designed to provide an adequate spawning escapement, which 
means in effect the smallest escapement that will maintain 
the runs " 

He observes that "it may very well be that only an exces¬ 
sive spawning escapement can provide the numiiers of fish 
essential to a healthy sport fishery." 

He points out sports and commercial fishermen have a 
common interest to see that more fish are produced and 
laments that “common interest is often lost sight of in quar¬ 
rels and arguments about who shall get what fish there are. 

"It is a pity, because all the strength and energy of both 
sides is needed to preserve the fish and ensure their increase,” 
he says. 

He acknowledges the need to find the selective key to 
keeping excessive commercial pressure off the runs that con¬ 
tribute to the sports fishery, but he places, tream protection 
ahead of any other measures. 

a * * 

He says there are scores. If not hundreds of small streams 
on Vancouver Island alone that are not producing their proper 
quotas of coho salmon, because of industrial damage, usually 
logging damage. 

Creeks that ooe can step across at normal flow are known 
to have returns of 400 to 500 cohos, he notes. » 

He says there is a real possibility that their contribution 
to local re*ident runs in the Gulf of Georgia is disproportion¬ 
ately large, in which case any improvement would be highly 
beneficial to sports fishermen. 

"These little streams are valuahle. Every one is a poten¬ 
tial salmon producer and nearly every one can he made to 
produce more fish than it is producing today; many, perhaps 
all, can l>e made to produce more than they did under primi¬ 
tive conditions," he opinions. 

He observes present logging practices, especially replace¬ 
ment of clear cutting by patch logging and other more selec¬ 
tive methods, do not cause so much damage to streams. 

He observes that a majority of small spawning streams are 
excessively steep and rapid. He aay| areas of useful water 
for spawning, nursing and resting could be enormously In¬ 
creased in nearly all of them by stepping ... by breaking 
their gradients into flats and falls with firmly planted cross 
logs, or larg* rocks. 

Initial costs would be small, benefits large, he says. 

* * * 

Streams that are badly silted could be significantly im¬ 
proved hy a mobile pump that would pick up the silt and throw 
it well hack from the banka without disturbing the original 
stream lied, he suggests, but adds such a machine would have 
to be devised. 

Streams whose beds are unsatisfactory for spawning or 
rearing (njrposes could often be improved by the importation 
0 / gravel of the right quality from nearby saltwater beaches, 
he suggests. 

He also calls for restoration of old spawning channels 
from which a stream has been diverted by obstructions; the 
oiiening of new spawning water by fish passes at tolls; crib¬ 
bing of cut hank* or slides where silting is likely to be caused 
hy flood water; and in some casrs It might well be economic 
to divert a stream from an old, unsatisfactory bed into a well- 
designed artificial channel. 

He suggests a progressive program, starting with a few 
streams that obviously lend themselves to improvement and 
developing year by year until every stream is adequately im¬ 
proved. protected and cared for. 

He says his plea for creeks and little streams "really ask* 
for nothin' more than reasonable care ... the sort of care 
that would be given by any private owner of such a stream.” 

These thoughts form only a small part of an interesting 
informative, and sometime* exciting book by thi* Vancouver 
Island author who has devoted a lifetime to study of our Pacific 
Northwest fish ... a man who tpeaks with authority and 
whoa* advice la well worth considering.

“Trend* within the economy may be more varied and increases in ootpnt more moderate than in 1964 but, in general, economic conditions shonld 
continue to be favonrabte,’* said J.P.R. Wadsworth, President, addressing the 96th Annual Meeting of the Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce. 


We mast today at the cloie of a year that has been 
favourable foe Canada ia many respects. Economic coo* 
dilions within our country have been generally good with 
each major region continuing to participate ia the general 
prosperity. Total Gross National Product in 1964 is how 
expected to exceed $46 billion, an increase over last year of 
some 6 per cent in volume and approaching 8 per cent 
valued in current dollars. This it the fourth year of steady 
growth achieved without marked pressures on labour and 
materials and within a framework of comparatively steady 
prices, h is a good record of sustained expansion. 

The strong rise in os*pat this year has bean achieved 
primarily through a sharp increase in export tales and a 
substantial rite ia private capital investment. -- 


On the expert sMa. wrong de m e nti from the United Staioa, 
the United Kingdom and other overseas customers has resulted 
in high volume sales of Canada's major traditional export items 
including wheat and Sour, new sp rint end pulp, lumber and ply¬ 
wood. aad various ta m i proces se d non-forma m a nt el prod¬ 
ucts la addition, than has been a staarp rise ia teriptnaaii of 
iroa ore and coocsainlet, and there have ban substantial males 
of aircraft and parts, semi-fabricated steel, industrial and farm 
machinery and automotive products. Exports of products from 
the secondary manufacturing industries have shown encourag¬ 
ing gains in volume and variety, and the delivery of a sub¬ 
stantial portion of the 250 million bushels of wheat sold to the 
Soviet Union baa been a major supplement to the usual flow of 
exports. The total value of merchandise exports from Canada 
tt estimated at $6.2 billion for the first nine months of 1964. an 
incream of about 23 per cent compered with the corresponding 
period last year. 

Capital Investment 

Capital investment has a bo been the source of substantial 
stimulus to the economy. The estimate of total outlays for 
private and public investment including housing is $10.8 billion 
for this year. If this program ia accomplished it will mean an 
increase in outlays over last year of about $1.5 bilboa, by far 
the sharpest increase since 1956. 

The sharp rise ui capital investment in the buxine— sector has 
re lulled from a combination of developments. World demend 
for the products of our mines and forest! has increased in a 
number of the basic raeoorce industries to aa extent that war¬ 
rants further expansion of capacity. The development of 
extensive energy resources is going ahead following the cott- 
■ummeiioa of a g reements for the sab of p ower to the United 


The general pattern of kid-trial activity has reflected the 
stimuli from exports aad capital ksvaatm—t aa wall as Pm 
strength of domestic deemed.

The outstanding d ev elo p ment ia the agricultural motor has 
ban the very high volume of wheat exports ia the crop year 
ending July 31.1964. Wheat and floor exports amounted to 
nearly 600 million butettk, aknoet P0 per cent higher than in tbs 
preriose year and ahnoet double the average for the proceeding 
ten-pmr period. The dollar value of wbmt exports hi tha bat 
crop year was more tfaaa $1 billion and tha major e xp o rt mar¬ 
ket far CsaadJen wheat w— the Soviet Union wtach p ur cirad 
about 40 par cent of total export ahipm—ta. 

The wteet crop Ibis year is eetiraated at some 600 million 
b—hsb. 17 par mot below last year’s record harvest bat still tfas 
fourth i arg ss t oa record. 


Nrsooal expenditures advanced markedly during the last 
half of 1963 aad the early part of this year. The rate of spend¬ 
ing far durable goods was especially strong, paced by record 
p urch e s m of automobiles. Outiayi far i mported goods and for 
travel abroad j ncr aassd quite sharply, following tha pattern of 
previous busks— expansions. In the ascend quarter of this 
year cone u msr expenditures i n c r eased only slightly but tfo 
year-over-year kicr mai was still aknoet 7 par cent 

Ifoeo—I Income hm followed a similar pattern, rising 
sharply in tbs fourth quarter of 1963 and tha first quarter of 
this year. 


In the first seven moo tha of the current focal year. April to 
October, the Federal budgetary surplus was $451 million com¬ 
pared with a deficit of $128.6 million in the corresponding 
period of 1963. In the seven-month period this year expendi¬ 
tures wets up $75.5 million but revenues were up $655 million, 
which suggests there is sums possibility of balancing the 
Federal budget ia the current fiscal year. 


The advance in economic activity this year has been accom¬ 
panied by tome increase «n employment. The total number of 
people at work in Septamber was estimated at 6.754,000, an 
increase of 189.000 over a year earlier. Unemployment was 
estimated at 218,000 in September 1964. some 32,000 under a 
year earlier. 

The employ ment picture, in terms of the utilization of the 
labour supply, is the most favourable since 1957 and in some 
regions there are indications of considerable pressure on the 
supply of certain types of labour. 

■alenos of Paymants 

Canada's balance of payments far the first half of 1964 
showed a deficit in the current account of $518 million com¬ 
pared with a deficit of 5452 million in the corresponding period 
hut year. Exports and imports were up substantially in volume, 
each gaining over 20 per cant. Merchandise exports for the six 
months’ period amounied to $3,927 million and imports were 
valued at $3,767 million; the resulting favourable balance on 
merchandise trade was S!60 million, up S12 million from a year 
earlier. At the same time, the continuing deficit on non-mer¬ 
chandise transactions increased from 1600 million to $671 
million, chiefly the result of larger deficits in the travel account 
and the interest and dividends account. In total, the current 
account deficit increased by $66 million. 

In this connection it is important to note the very sharp 
increase in the deficit on current account transactions with the 
United Stales buik up principally as the result of the much 
larger inflow of merchandise imports although there was aha 
some increase in the deficit on non-merchandise transactions. 

Outlook for IMS 

It a from a record level of economic activity ia the final 
quarter of this year that wt move on into 1965. The levelling 
«k which appeared in some areas of the economy around mid¬ 
year tamed out to be temporary and the strong upward trend in 
total output was rammed in the faD. The economy still appears 
to be functioning in good balance, inventory-aaka ratios ia 
manufacturing an satisfactory by historical standards, the 


volume of unfilled orders is substantial and compctitioa is keep¬ 
ing g tight fain on prices. Strength is coatfcmkig to Sow from 
many aouroes. 

There arc indications that the surge in capital investment will 
continue through nasi year although the Increase la vnlntna 
may be somewhat leas than this year. 

The climate for Canadian exports may not be quite aa fa¬ 
vourable next year. Assessments of the economic outlook for 
the United State* in J965 indicate a somewhat slower rate of 
in crease in e conomic activity than this year. Overseas there has 
been soma slowing down in growth rates in a number of coun¬ 
tries which purchase sabetantial quantities of Canadian 
products. 

Corimenar sapeadilursa aad government outlay a for goods 
and —rrieea, tha other two major sector* of Anal product 
demand, have provided firm support to the economy through 
this year. Changes in (Mailed paltcrni of expenditure in thcaa 
arena are to be expected as demands change in response to 
shifting Inc o m e flow*, populetioo groupings and various special 
influence*. However, there doc* not appear to be any reason to 
anticipate marked changes in the general trends of demand in 
thaw two sectors. 

During tha coming yaar, tha economy will continue to be 
alected by event s aad changss ia policy at home and abroad 
that are difficult, if not impoaaible. to foresee. With (his im¬ 
portant proviso in mind, there is good reason to approach the 
new year with confidence. Trends within the economy may be 
more varied and increaeM in out pul more moderate than 
in 1964 but, in gaoarai, e cono m ic conditions should continue 
to be favourable. 


Baaing rad I nvestm e n t In the Cwnflna leassomy 

There baa recently been a good deal of diacuwioo at Canada 
about tbs extent to which Canadians'are thenwclvca providing 
the aaoeasery financing for their economic devel o pment. 

The larral single source of savings, and hence of investment 
funds, it from the retained earnings and depreciation allow¬ 
ances of corporations. The most important use of such savings 
b to finance additional real investment in Canada covering new 
construction, new machinery and equipment including mining 
equipment and drilling costs. The second major source of 
investment funds is personal savings. 

The savings derived from the business and personal sector* of 
our economy would normally ba more than adequate to finance 
the real i nvswn w n t required by the pri v ate sector. This, how¬ 
ever. ia not tha whoit story, since the various levels of govern¬ 
ment slao draw foavfly oa tbs asvkqp of tbs communitt. and 
the eat borrowio gg of tha g nu si amra sector have tbaMact of 
red u cing the amount of aariags availahla far I n u raiiaut hi iba 
private sector of the economy. Tha taut to which the vehi m a 
of dniwiic savings fafis short of tha a chieved level of invete¬ 
rate, both private and public, ia abo the raass of our aat 
i m po rt of foreign capital If tha probtem ia examined ia these 
more fundemeetal tarns, there are two aanrav of action, wack 
of which ooted htep ko reduce tfo gsp fo t weaa the actual 
volume of doaaatek aavhf and tfo vol um e raqubad to mate 
tha demands ki Canada for private and public jnnatemiaf 
Tfo Irte a pp r o ach b to try to aneosraga a greater Sow of 
d omesti c aariags: hi this noanartipa. taxation pofirite an 
ob ri ontey of great kupo rtanc a.

The Canada Tien inn Plan now before Parliament will have 
aa important inflnenra oa tfo flow of savings and the pattern 
of invent rare. It is important to consider what the impact of 
the pfot will be oa the availability of investment funds for uaa 
in the p riva te sector of the economy as well as ks affect on tha 
over-al rate of growth in Canadian productive capacity. Much 
will d e p e nd on tha smys is which the funds arc mod by the 
respons i ble government authorities and on whether the availa¬ 
bility of tfoas fundi tends to enco u r age increased government 
expe n ditures. 

Another aspect of the problem is the nay ia which savings 
am mobilized and made available to those requiring them to 
6nance econo m ic ac tiv ity. Aa airaedy indicated, b—a aotar- 
prna map an its own aariags directly for kneatetenl purpurea, 
but its ability to do to frequently depends on tfo availability of 
wort mg capital loans from tfo chartered baaka. Insurance 
companite aad pension funds abo phqr a vary important role 
kt the pro caw of g a th eri ng to get h e r savings and making them 
available kt aa acooomical a nd afla cti vt wey for a wide range of 
ec o nomic activities. Aa Imp relate factor is that three institu- 
ttona operate through a market process so that borrower*, 
whether private or governmental, have to compete for funds on 
a price basis, and lenders obtain a return which corresponds to 
the value placed on their funds ia a free market. 


The chartered banks, of course, have a crudal part to play in 
tha whole operation of the capital market*. As a major deposi¬ 
tory of tha savings of Ihs community they are alio a major 
source of financing for bun area, pw vernal, aad g o v n o n. real 
operations. Tha funth intrusted to the banking system, 
whether as tarings deposits, demand deposits, or other type* 
of liabilities, are in no sense idle funds. They are constantly at 
work in the form of loans and investments in every branch of 
economic activity in Canada. 

T he Chief Genaral Manager has dealt with two of the major 
restrictions in the present Bank Act which inhibit the employ¬ 
ment of bank funds. The ceiling on lending rates and the 
prohibition against taking conventional mortgage security 
serve only to reduce the availability and increase the cost of 
credit in certain important areas of financing. The removal of 
these arbitrary limitations would mean that the funds en¬ 
trusted to chartered banks could he used even more broadly 
and more effectively in ways which could provide an added 
stimulus to the Canadian economy.

The Bank's 98th Annual Statement reflect* a growth in assets 
of approximately $235,000,000 to a total and new peak of over

Tackling the Brutes 


By M. V. IHKMM'T, riHH 

While I prefer to leave th* pruning 
of my H.T. and floribunda iwn until 
March, the rambler and climbing roee* 
»huuld really, be done In the (all or 
early winter 

Incidentally, this is one at the most 
unpleasant tasks in gardening, for these 
are thorny brules and 1 usually wind up 
tattered and torn and looking as if I had 
been doing battle with a horde of alley 
rata. 

* * * 

It isn't easy to explain the process 
without diagrams and pictures, but I'll 
do my beat. First thing to remember 
la that ramblers and climbers are two 
entirely different litters ml pupa, and the 
pruning technique la quite different. 
Let's take the ramblers Brit 

There are two classes of rambler 
roses: (a) those which sprout new long 
shoot! from the base at the plant near 
or at ground level, and <bl those which 
give few. If any. ol these low shoots but 
branch from higher up the stem.

The second (lass of ramlder Is a bit 
mure difficult Here the new shtsxs 
which will bear Dowers next year spring 
nut from the lot loot of the plant but 
from points higher up along the old 
aiemgt 

Follow each old stem up from ground 
level until you wane to a good strong 
new shoot, then cut away the old stem 
Just above this point and remove it. 
Tie in the new young shoot, then pro- 
teed to deal with each of the old stems 
in the same way. Weak shoots spring 
ing from the old stem lower Bom than 
ihe selected replacement shoot should 
be shortened to two eyes

Climbers, too. fall into two classes: 
tai the vigorous growers suitable for 
walls and trellises. mostly the climbing 
sort* of H.T. nan such as Clg. Crim¬ 


son Glory, Clg Shot Silk. Of. Mme.

Mme. Butterfly, dg. Ena Harknr**, 
Qg. Golden Dawn and Clg. Mr*. Sam

These should not have any of the 
new growth pruned away unless it is 
damaged. It la only when the extension 
growths are growing beyond their 
allotted apace that cutting back to beep 
them within liouads is penaisaiblr 

The old flower cluster* should ha 
removed, or course, cutting hock th* 
stem to within about four leches of 
the parent wood. On long - estabbohed 
climbers. It is a good idea to take out 
one or two of the oldeat eanes every 
year to make room for young replace¬ 
ment growth.

OTTAWA iCP i Thr Canada 
Pension Plan would put the wel¬ 
fare minister in the delicate po¬ 
sition of deciding whether 
"deathbed marriages" are mo¬ 
tivated by love or the pros perl 
of a widow’s pension. 

If thr minister decides lhat 
some mercenary young filly 
married an ailing old codger 
only lor thr posthumous re¬ 
ward. the pension can be re¬ 
duced in amount U the mar¬ 
riage occurred less than three 
years before death. 


MPs and senators on the par¬ 
liamentary pensions committee 
had the provision explained in 


detail Tuesday by the govern¬ 
ment officials who drew up the 
Pension Plan legislation. 

Gordon Aiken (PC — Parry 
Sound-Muskoka I suggested it is 
wrong in principle to give any 
minister the right to decide on 
the reasons for a marriage. 


The so-called "deathbed mar¬ 
riage" provision pile* one com¬ 
plication upon another. Ordi¬ 
narily. these are the pensions 
for a contributor's widow: 

If she is over 65. she get* 
374 per cent of what her hus¬ 
band's own retirement pension 
would have been-hli pension i* 
a maximum $104.17 a month at 


the start - plus the old age se¬ 
curity payment in amounts 
ranging from $51 at age 65 to 
$75 at age 70, depending on the 
age at which ihe payment is 
claimed. 


If »he is beiween 45 and 65, 
she gets the 374-percent bene¬ 
fit plus a flat-rate benefit start¬ 
ing at a basic $25 monthly A 
widow with dependent children 
gets the same. ragattUess of 
age. But a childless widow 
under 45 has the benefits re¬ 
duced for each month by which 
she Is short'of age 45 until there 
are no benefits at all under age 
35. 


Then comes the case of Ihe 
"deathbed marriage." 

In a rare double negative, the 
hill provides that "If the minis¬ 
ter is not satisfied that anticipa¬ 
tion of impending death was 
not a consideration affecting the 
agreement to marry." the wid¬ 
ow's pension is reduced 


If the contributor died within 
one year of such a marriage, 
ihe pension is wiped out al¬ 
together; if within 13 months, it 
is reduced by 91 per cent; If 
within 14 months, by 96 per 
cent, and so on until the 36ih 
month.
